Lasting peace in the world 


today, Mr. Truman said, 


has threo ossontial clements: 


“A strong and prosperous 
United States, a strong and 
prosperous community of free 
nations and an International 
organisation enpable 
venting aggression”.

States has “an undertaking with- 
out parallel in the Sistory of our 
gountry or of the world.” But, he 
sald, “The gonl we seck fs a great 
one and worth the price.” : 
““Nover ‘has’ g, nation had the 
oppartunity which we bave tofay 
to do no much for the poe, and 
prosperity of mankind “Never has 
ea nation had a better chance of 
reaching this high goa” 

(nh an obvious appeal against 
tha drive in: Congress to oun 
Economic | Co-operation Ad- 
minictration funds, Met. Truman 
sald, “the European recovery 
pregramme has halted the ae- 
celal and economic disintegration 
which threatened the countrics 
of Wastern Europe with Com- 
muntam and efvil steife.” 


In Early Stages 


“Nevertheless.” he added, “the 
European recovery programme I 
att In [ts carly stages....1f we 
vere tn falter now and cut down 
our aid, the momentum of re- 
covery would be deslroyed. The 
people of these counties would 
«be thrown inte confusion and 
their advance toward economic 
self-help would be blucked. A 
slach tn the funds avaliable for 
European recovery at this time 
would be the worst kind of false 
economy. It would cancel the 
hopes artd the plans of the. West- 
ern European nations. It would 
be a great galn for Commitntsm 
1am confident we shall not make 
thin mistake. 

Mr. Truman turned to his ‘von- 
cern with the economic health of 
the world’s under-developed na- 
tions. He sald “the ptospects for 
pence, will be  immensurably 

righter if we can offer a future 
of hope and a better lft to the 
people In these regions. In these 
areas there are milllons who fo~ 
centuries . have known nothing 
but exploitation and poverty and 
whose cconomic Ife fs stil pri- 
mitive. : 

Adding that “It ts not a pre- 
gramme of relict,” Mr.‘ ‘Truman 
said, “I expect shortly ‘to send to 
Congress recommendations

Discussing prospects for world 
peace, Mr. Truman sald: 

“We have assumed the respon- 
sibility that we believe God in- 
tended this great republic to 
assume after the first world war. 
We have shouldered the enormous 
cesponsibilitics that go with our 
tremendous strength. ‘Most signi- 
ficant of all, the people. of thir; 
country -understand. the: supremr 
importance of: our forelgn policy 
and the great objectives toward 
which we are moving." 


“We bhnve already turned the 
tlde In favour of freadom and 
peace,” he sald, “The disinte- 
gration of the democracios of 
Europe has been halted, Fra 
@voples In many parts of the 
world have been given new 
hope and new confidence, The 
veatoration of ai system of 
world ‘trade has begun. — And 
ali thts has been accomplished 
without ‘closing the door to 
peaceful negotiation of the 
» differences betwoon free nations 
and the Soviet Union.” 


“Rut. added Mr. Truman, “we 
are only midway in-carrylng out 
our policy. We have a lony way 
to yo nefore we can make the 
(rece world | secure ogainst the 
social) and political evulsion which 
Communism thrives. The causes 
of freedom ts still threatened, 

Declaring that so long os there 
lc a threat to poace, “we must 
maintain strong armed forces,” 
the President sald: 

“Our national strength {s not, 
however, simply a matter of 
Weapons and trained men, even 
more important are our econdmic 
growth ond continued prosperity.” 
He added that “the ‘hope of 
economic revival throughout the 
world dopends in largo measure 
‘Upon tho prosperity of the United 
States.” 

‘Discussing ald to other nattons, 
Mr, ‘Truman said, “We need other 
nations as allies In the cause of 
human freedom. We have seen 
(reo nations lost to the demo- 
evatic way of ilfa because - of 
economic’ disaster,,..It fs ty our 
Interest, therefore to ald other 
nutlons to restore and ‘matntain 
their cconomle health. Our aid 
ly only to help other natlons to 
help themselves, but also t. on- 
tourage ¢conomic co-operation 
among them."

Shanghai, June 11. 
. The People's Government's 
Jen Min Pino became the sole 
legal tender in China's largest 
city today when the East China 
headquarters of the People’s 
Liberation Army, following. 
their ban on foreign currencies, 
issued an-order prohibiting the 
circulation and private trans- 

actions in silver and ‘gold. 
The new regulation, which came

Aberdeen Tenants 
Entitled To Appeal

The Full Court of Appeal, comprising tho Chief 


Justice, 


Sir Leslie Gibson, 


and the Puisne 


Judge, Mr. Justice Williams, ruled’ yesterday 
that the tenants of 1-14, Tung Shing Road, 
Aberdeen, were entitled to appeal against a 


closure order made 
Peace undor Section 


by two Justices of the 
26 of the Public Health 


‘(Sanitation) Ordinance 1935. ices 


The order was made on 


‘ April 5, to come into 


effect three weeks after that date, and to 
continue in,force until the premiséS had been 


The premises were owned 
by the China Provident Loan 
and Mortgage Company.Limit- 
ed who earlier had been sucd 
by the Urban Council for fail- 
ing to effect repairs to the 
houses which were said to be 
in a dangerous condition. As 


‘| a result of that action they ob- 


tained a closure order from the 
Justices of the: Peace Court. 

Tho tenants challenged the 
closure order, and appealed to 
the Full: Court. A preliminary 
joint arose whether the tenants 
tame within the words “either 
party thereto or any person age 
grieved thereby” under sections 
100 and 105 of the Magistrates 
Ordinance, and were therefore 
entitled to institute the appeal 
proceedings, Appellants argued 
that they should have been made 
pnortics to the proceedings before 
the Justices. ‘ 

Giving the reason for thelr 
decision the appeal judges said 
in part: 

“We will consider first the 
question of whether the tenants 
were entitled to be made parties 
to the proceedings under section 
26 of the. Public Health (Sanita- 
tlon) Ordinance. The Ordinance 
clearly contemplates that an order 
under section 26 is an order fol- 
tawing proceedings under sections 
24 and 25. The reference in scec- 
tion 26 is to “the nuisance” and 
"the magistrate.’ The Ordinance 
contalns no provision for the giv- 
ing of any notice of intention to 
make an ordcr under section 26 
and It contains no provision for 
the joining of any new party. It 
is customary for legislation deal~ 
Ing with the practice and pro- 
cedure of the Courts to bo speci- 
fle in stch matters, | 


Natural Justice 
“It was however suggested by 
Mr. MeNell (for the appellants) 
that the rule of natural justice

ALBANIAN 
LEADER 
TO DIE 


London, June 10. 

The former Albunian- Vice- 
Premier, M. Djodja Kotchi, was 
today sentenced to death by the 
Supreme Court In Tiranu, the 
capital, on charges of collabora- 
tlon with Marshal Tito, the Yugo- 
slay Prenier, and of attempting 
to submit Albania to his rule, 
Tirana Radio reported. 


M. Kotchi was a former Secre- 
tary-General of the Albanian 
Communlsat Party, from which post 
he was dismissed last year, ‘The 
month's trin! was held in camera. 

The former President of the 
State Commission and Politburcau 
chief in Albania, M, Pandi Kristu, 
was sentenced to 20 years’ impri- 


‘sonment, ‘ 


Both M. Kotchl and M. Kristu 
were dismissed from the Albanian 
Communlst Party last October as 
being “the main tools of Yugo- 
slavia in Albania.” 


Tirana Radio, reporting the dis- 
missals Inst October, sald that both 
men had been prepared to murder 
General Enver Hodja, the Al- 
banion Prime Minister, and «to 
“surrender Albania to Trotskyist 
Yugoslavia.” General Hodja was 
appointed Secretary General of 
the Communist Party {n succes~ 
slon to M, Kotchi.—Reuter, 


country.” s 


Tt sald: “Lhe very character of 
military service obliges every 
soldier, sailor and officer to «he 
nlways watchful and on quord.” 

"Red Fleet” -addeck: “For 
enemy agents any—even the 
most insignificent Information— 
hog interest” and explained thot 
from details the lnrge picture’ ts 
built up. 

“Red Fleet’? declared: “Enomy 
arents especially are on the look- 
out for people who arc morally 
unstable and who are sycophantic 
before things foreign, for slip- 
shod persons and gossips.” 

The enemy, the paper sald, 
uses widely the weapon of 
bourgeois cosmopolitanism ate 
»tempting to weaken Soviet people 
ant! undermine their Bovict 
patriotism.

“More care should have been 
taken in framing the original 
estimste for. ophthalmic services 
in 1948-49," the Committee said. 
It suggested regulations to prevent 
wasteful prescriptions, and an 
exumination of the adininistration 
ef hospitals as svon as practle- 
able.—Reuter.

The bill also provides that 
applicants for citizenship should 
have an: adequate knowledge 
of the privileges 'and reaponal- 

/pliltios of citizenship,

BEHIND THE BARS 


As reported in the “Sunday 
Herald” today, the only sur- 
vivor of the Catalina flying- 
boat crash near Macao last 
July is still in a Portuguese 
prison, although even now no 
charge has been made against 
him. According te the authori- 
ties, the prolonged delay in 
bringing the man before a 
court is due to the considera- 
tion being given to the case 
here and in Macao, both as to 
the nature of the charge and 
with regard to which place 
has the right of jurisdiction. 

This seems to us nothing 
short of a scandal and a basic 
violation of the rights of the 
individual. Under English law 
no person may be held by*the 
police for more than 24 hours 
before being charged, or de- 
tained in custody for more 
than another day before 
being brought before a court 
of law. Emergency powers 
during wartime modified this 
‘to. safeguard the nation 
against saboteurs, but the 
general principle remains un- 
altered. Some of the Southern 
European countries are less 
particular about such matters, 
but we know it is not the 
practice of.the Macao ad- 
ministration to keep persons 
indefinitely behind bars with- 
out bringing them to trial. 

If one were to take the 
Hong Kong statement of yes- 
terday literally, it would ap- 
pear that officials in both 
places have been earnestly 
and unceasingly discussing 
legal problems for 11 solid 
months. What has almost 
certainly happened is that one 
or two memoranda have been 
exchanged, but because of 
obstacles, the whole matter 
has been pigeonholed, the 
authorities. perhaps feeling 
that as the man is undoubted- 
ly guilty, no harm is done. 
This may.sound logical to the 
person unconcerned with 
human rights, but to us it 
seems shocking, and we con- 
sider that an_ immediate in- 
vestigation should be institut- 
ed—not here, but in London. 

Whatever may be the snags 
involved, and however de- 
serving-of punishment Wong 
Yu may be, he has under 
traditional Western justice 
the right of trial, even if the 
sentence should be death. We 
cannot avoid feeling that if 
the man had powerful friends, 
the cells would not have held 
him long if no charge could 
be brought against him. 

In the House of Commons 
the other day, the Secretary 
of State. for the Colonies 
denied any knowledge of the 
Catalina’ tragedy, , but pro- 
mised as usual to “look into, 
Either Mr. Creech Jones 
is guilty of downright pre- 
varication or his information 
service is such that he fs un- 
fit to hold his job. (It should 
be ‘ temembered that under 
the normal procedure he had 
notice of this question.) The 
familiar cliche on a con- 
spiracy of silence seems to fit 
this situation most aptly. 

Ancther aspect of the mat- 
ter, as. was pointed out in the 
House, is that many local 
claims depend on the findings 
about the . accident—which 
have still to be. published. -

~ Colonel-General Franz Hal- 
der, Hitler's Army  Chiet-of- 
Stuf until he. wus dismissed

_ Slx months ago German news- 
papers reported him with banner

‘But critiques in German news- 
papers are snoying that what he 
hag written means, by Inference 
not lenst, that If Hitler had not 
interfered in their plans the Ger-

Military Cape 

The red-and-black cover of the 
pamphlet comes as something of 
a shock. The artist, instead of 
drawing on his imagination and 
showing Hitler against, say, a 
background of war graves, has 
drawn him in dis military cape, 
hia face set in its best apecalyptic 
expression, And the pamphtict 
Js selling lke hot cakes. 

The argument, execrably writ- 
ten and phrased for a Man whose 
mental attainments are usually 
compnred with’ these of Luden- 
dorif and the elder von Moltke, 
seta out to prove that the poll- 
ficlan in Hitler destroyed his mill- 
tary cnleulations in every crisis. 

But al no point in the pam- 
phlet'’s 63 pages is there any sign 
of a fecling of guilt for his par- 
ieipation in Hitler’s plans, no hint 
that the army's co-operation made 
Hitler's aggression powdble, It 
is narrow professional cavilling 
at Hitler's military incapacity, 

‘It was Hitler who lost the-bat- 
tle of Dunkirk, Halder anys, With 
the French and British Armies in 
the North successfully encircled, 
he was warned by Goring that ne 
could not leave the credit for their 
annihilation to the army generals. 
nnd Goring offered to deatroy the 
British Expeditionary Force by atr 
attack alone. 

Hitler then gave specific orders 
over the heads of the army com- 
manders—the dreaded Fuhrer- 
befeh) under which death wasn the 
penalty for disobedience—that the 
hends of the German armoured 
columns were to be pulled back. 
Goring failed in his task and the 
British Army was rescued, 

Rommol’s campaign in North

When the early phases of the 
blitzkrieg on Russia brought the 
German armies within ‘sight of 
Leningrad. Moscow, and the Cau- 
casus. Hitler proclaimed the Rus- 
sians to bo defeated, disbanded a 
number of German divisions and 
cancelled munitions contracts. 

.Frantic appeals by the Army 
High Command to concentrate all 
possible reserves on the Moscow 
front and defeat Timoshenko 
finally were brushed nalde, 

Instend he devised fantastic 
plans for moving 1,000,000 men 
and thelr equipment as if they 
were a battalion on a parade 
ground acrosa the mud and snows 
of the Russian steppes to bile 
through to Stalingrad.

This 
Hitler would not permit fer pre-- 
atige reasons. Ho destroyed not 
only von Paulus’s army but the 
confidence of the Whole German 
Army in his “intultlon.” In 1943 
the Army High Commarg know 
that tho wor was lost. 

Hitler's lack: of confittence In the 
Army High Command resulted in 
ao continuous restriction of thoir 
sphore of authority. This deve- 
lopment began with the delegation 
of authority for the building of 
the Atlantle Wall to the civilian 
engineer Todt, and ended Jn 1945 
with the formation of military 
units by the Nazi gauleltors. 

Throughout the whole period the 
formation: of “speclul organisa- 
tions,” over which he maintained 
direct command, broke up the unii 
of the army chain of command, 
step by sicp, and In the end des- 
troyed it, - : 

The Atlantle Wali had no strate- 
le value whatsoever, as the Allied 
invasion in June 1944 showed. But 
this colessal construction protect, 
with Its censeless demands for ma- 
terial and man-power deprived the 
army in the East of vital strength 
at the most critical perlod. 

Hitler had brought no real 
strategle thinking to the problem 
ot invading England. The pollti- 
clan in him was convinced that 
England would surrender after the 
victory in the Battle of France. 


‘Frieds Asked’ 


I called on General Halder in his 
patched-up two rooms in the little 
village of Konigstein, outside 
Frankfort, to sce if he wos pre- 
pared to expand on his thesis. 

“{ would much rather not discuss 
the book,” he told me. “My re- 
latlonship with the Preas so fer 
has not been a happy one, 

“I wrole the book at the request 
of friends. 

“J do not say that if we had 
captured Moscow or invaded 
England we should have won 
the war, That would have been 
a politicni matter, and [ am enly 
a simple soldier,” he said. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOL SYSTEM

of capacity for rule, unmatched 
since the palmiest days of the 
Roman Empire; and arousing in 
practically all its son a pussionate 
devotion to School and sytem.

For Scientists 


‘London, June 11. 


A professional code for scienfists is among the 
soveral striking proposals contained in a pub- 
lication by the Labour Party's National Execu- 


tive. 


Entitled “A Now Deal For Science,” it 


sots out the Party's policy for the future 
dovelopment of science in Britain. 


It Is Im the form of a report by 
a Committee of eminent sclentists, 
trade unionists and industrialists. 
Onc of their most important-re- 
commendations 1s that the Gov- 
ernment should set up a special 
science research council on com- 
parable lines to the Medical and 
Agricultural Research Councils. 
This new council would encour- 
age and give financial support to 
the originnl research in those 
sciences dealing with the numan 
relations. These would include 
economics, psychology, sociology, 
anthropology q and political 
selence. 

The object would be ta enadie 
these to take thelr rightful place 
as full partners of the long es- 
tablished natural sciences, Grants 
would be made for work not only 
in the universities, but also of 
independent institutions _ which 
are at present hampered by lack 
of funds. 2 ro 

Another interesting proposal t 
that a scientific information office 
be created. This would-have the 


task of providing first-class tech- |; 


nical information for Industrial 
scientists. It would ,also assist 
employers to keep abreast with 
the newest industrial techniques, 
and discoveries. The social selent- 
ists svould ‘also be attached to 
this office, which it ts suggested 
should come under the auspices or 
the Department. of Scientific and 
‘Industrial Research, Ita work 
would be comparable In industri- 
al matters to that now being dong 
in farming affalra by. the Nation- 
al Agricultural Advisory Service.:

By BERTRAND .RUSSELL 


Throughout my adult life my 
work has been prompted by the 
desire to promote two things. 
clear thinking and kindly 
feeling: ; 


At first, these two remained 
more or less separate, and I 
awung uneasily from one to the 
others; when I was happy I bo- 

ing, and 
when 1, was unhappy, I believed 
nroat in the Importance of kindly 
fooling. . . 


Gradually, the twa have blended 


into u single whole, und I have’ 


come to think that much unclear 
thought exists as an excuse for 
crucity, and ‘that, conversely, 
much cruelty fs due to the super- 
siitious bellefs which clear think- 
ing would. dispel. 

It seemed to me when IT was 
young, that cliar thinking was 
easier to promote than kindly 
feeling; {t also seemed to me 
that clear thinking must lead to 
Indubltable knowledge. I there- 
fore spent most of my working 
time, until I reached the age of 
38, in Investigating the foundo- 
tlons of mathematics, for in 
mathematics, if anywhere, Un- 
questionable — truth—so I im- 
agined, ought to be discoverable, 

‘The result of these many years 
of work, combined with an equal 
amount of work by my friend 
Whitehead, was a joint book on 
Mathematical Logic of enormous 
length, which has been much 
praise and little read, Succes- 
sive volumes of this book were 


published In the years from 1910. 


to 1913. 

The First World War turned 
me from such remote abstractions 
to pre-cccupation with the events 
In the actual world. I wus 
shocked by the fact that a great 
many people enjoyed war and 
I thought that this showed the. 
prevalence of thwarted angers 
and destructive impulses which 
a better system ought to prevent. 

I wrote a book called “The 
Principles of Social Reconstruc- 
tion” which, to my surprise, had 
a grent success; until then, I 
had never supposed myself cap- 
able of appealing to a large 
public. . _. z > 

In that war, though not in the 
war against Hitler, | was 2 paci- 
ficist and owing to pacificism, 1 
spent some months in -prison. 

The Russian Revolution at 
first Qlled me with enthusiasm, 
but when, in 1920, I went to 
Russia, I thought the Commun- 
ist regime horrible snd _Lenin 
(with whom.I had a long intere 
view) a narrow-minded and

For © brief moment, I hoped 
that the atomic bomb would 
shock the world into sanity but 
the Soviet Governmtnt prevented 
this from happening. 

The world is extra-ordinarily 
different from the solid Victorian 
world in which I grew up. For 
one who can remember Disracli 
—aa I can—a- considerable effort 
is required to understand the 
present time and to adapt one- 
self to It. 

Our age fs harsh ond danger- 
ous and full of uncertainty; for 
those who are not very poor {t 
is less agreeable than the age in 
which I wus young, 

But St Js immensely interesting, 
and has possibilities of great 
good. What has “been achieved 
in Britaln in the way of diminish- 
ing extreme poverty is a ground 
for hopes which, not long ago, 
would have seemed Utopian. 

In spite of all that. ls painful, 
I find myself stil glad to be 
alive, ond wishing to know what 
will be the chapter in the book 
of human destiny.
